Jobless rate at 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The nation s unemployment rate rose 0 3 per cent in 
October to its highest level in four months — 8 6 per cent - primarily because 
more Americans were out looking for work, the Labor Department said today 
The number of unemployed persons rose by 230,000 to 8 million in October, 
the department said Total employment remained virtually unchanged at 85 4 
million after rising steadily between March and August 
The unexpected large increase in unemployment occurred mainly because of 
a surge of persons looking for jobs - the civilian labor force rose by 250,000 to 
93 4 million Some white women and farm workers also lost their jobs in Oc 
tober, contributing to the increase 


The increase in the jobless figures was the second round of gloomy economic 
news in the past two days A Labor Department report Thursday showed that 
wholesale prices jumped 1 8 per cent last month — the biggest monthly in 
crease in a year 


Julius Shiskin. commissioner of the Bureau of Labor Statistics, told Congress 
last month the unemployment picture has improved since peaking 9 2 per cent 
of the labor force in May and was expected to continue unchanged for the 
remainder of 1975 


8.6 per cent 


However, there was a decline in the number of unemployed persons who have 
been seeking a job for six months or more and the average length of unemploy­ 
ment also dropped significantly from 18 2 weeks to 15 4 weeks 
The last time the unemployment rate was as high as October’s figure was in 
June when it also registered 8 8 per rent 
Employment in manufacturing, which has been rising steadily in recent 
months, jumped by another 110,000 workers in October — a sign that factories 
are recalling laidoff workers Most of the increases were in manufacturing of 
nondurable goods or electrical equipment Employment in mining also was up 
by 20 000 
Employment in contract construction also increased by 30,000 and 110 000 
working persons were added to the payrolls of state and local governments, 
18 000 of them striking teachers who returned to work 
Agricultural employment declined by 125.000 jobs, the department said 
Adult white women suffered the biggest setback in October, apparently 
because of a rise in unemployment among clerical workers and persons 
employed in the finance and service industries 
Joblessness among adult white women increased 0 8 per cent to 7 4 per cent, 
a turnabout after several months of declining unemployment in this sector 


Variances granted 
J-M, Union Sugar on 
fuel oil burning

Johns-Manville Products Corp., of 
Lompoc Valley, and Union Sugar Divi­ 
sion of Consolidated Foods Corp., of Bet- 
teravia, were granted 90-day interim 
variances this week by the County Air 
Pollution Control District hearing board 
to permit them to bum fuel oil with a sul­ 
fur content of up to one per cent by 
weight whenever Southern California 
Gas Co. interrupts delivery of natural 
gas to them. 


The board, headed by Santa Barbara 
attorney Ozborne T. Brazelton, un­ 
animously granted the variances which 
can be extended to one year’s time on 
condition that an industry-financed air 
quality monitoring program could be im­ 
plemented under supervision of the air 
pollution control district. 


The district, under the agreement 
which had been proposed by company 
management, would oversee monitoring 
of ground level concentrations of sulfur 
dioxide in the receptor areas of northern 
Santa Barbara County. 


The variances enable the two in­ 
dustries to carry out plans to operate 
without curtailments or shutdowns as 
seemed likely if they were required to 
try to obtain scarce low-sulfur content 
fuel oil when natural gas deliveries were 
interrupted due to scarce supply. 
Earlier, the Board of Supervisors by a 
3-2 vote, approved use of fuel oil with 
heavier sulfur content in the north 
county, with dissenting supervisors from 
the South Coast claiming it would bring 
about air pollution there. 
Then, on Oct. 27, the State Air 


Resources Board repealed this move, 
and said it was encouraging north county 
interruptible customers to apply for and 
be granted variances to burn one per 
cent sulfur fuel oil for a year to allow 
monitoring programs to be set up. 
The Air Resources Board noted that if 
su ch 
a 
m o n ito rin g 
p ro g ra m 
demonstrates that conversion to one per 
cent sulfur fuel oil in the north county 
does not violate air quality standards, 
then Santa Barbara County would be en­ 
couraged to re-adopt such a provision 
and the state board would approve it. 
The petition before the appeals board 
noted that the rule limiting the sulfur 
content of alternate fuel to one-half of 
one p er cen t s u lfu r w ould be 
“unreasonable,” because of the substan­ 
tial cost of such fuel; because the com­ 
panies have large quantities of one per 
cent or less sulfur fuel on hand, and 
because preponderance of evidence 
showed that compliance with the rule “is 
not necessary to attain or maintain am­ 
bient air quality standards in the north 
county.” 
Santa Barbara attorney Steven E. Kir­ 
by appeared before the appeals board on 
behalf of both companies. 
Allan Woods, vice-president in charge 
of operations of Union Sugar, said the 
plant at Betteravia is at peak operation 
with 341 employes. He also said the plant 
is breaking records of daily production 
now, slicing some 5.200 tons of sugar 
beets a day, with the high mark being 
5,322 tons for a 24-hour period. 
A Union Sugar spokesman described 
the monitoring system to be set up as ex­ 
tremely costly, but did not go into details 
beyond saying it would be “continuous.”

tion fraud charges. That session was 
boycotted by opposition members. 
A five-judge bench of the Supreme

seating her from Parliament. 
At the same time, it removed a stx- 
year ban imposed by the high court 
debarring her from fighting an election 
for six years 
Jubilant crowds greeted the verdict

BOSTON (UPI) - President Ford 
warned Russia and China today that his

Judge slated 
to rule today 
on Hearst 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A federal 
court judge’s ruling today on the mental 
competency of Patricia Hearst could 
mean her trial on bank robbery charges 
would begin in December. 
But psychiatric experts have split on 
the question of whether she is mentally 
competent to begin her trial. 
U.S. District Judge Oliver Carter said 
Tuesday at a competency hearing he 
would probably issue his decision in a 
memorandum at the end of the week 
Three court-appointed psychiatrists 
and one psychologist had examined Miss 
Hearst in her cell at the San Mateo 
County Jail in nearby Redwood City and 
submitted their reports to Carter as well 
as to the defense and prosecuting at­ 
torneys. 
Although the reports were not made 
public, two of the psychiatrists con­ 
cluded that Miss Hearst was competent 
to stand trial immediately. Tlie third 
doctor suggested that she would be ready 
in three or four months after receiving 
interim psychiatric treatment. 
The psychiatrist who wanted the delay 
was Dr. L.J. West of UCLA, had the sup­ 
port of University of California psy­ 
chologist Margaret T. Singer Both are 
brainwash experts. Carter had named 
Singer to administer the tests for the 
psychiatrists.

full-scale war. 
In Paris, a spokesman for a Spanish 
Saharan independence movement said 
its guerrilla units were already fighting 
pitched battles with Moroccan regular 
army units that crossed the border with 
the peace marchers 
Spain’s ambassador to the United Na­ 
tions warned the Security Council in New 
York Thursday night that war would 
break out if Morocco went ahead with a 
threat to send its 350.000 peace marchers 
through a Spanish defense line in the 
desert 
In Madrid, Prince Juan Carlos de 
Borbon held a crisis meeting with his 
government to deal with the mass inva­ 
sion. Government sources said Spanish 
troops in the Sahara would fire on the 
Moroccans if they marched on the 
defense line. 
In Morocco itself there was no word 
when the march would resume 
The 
government-controlled news 
media hailed Thursday’s start of the 
march as a major Moroccan victory The 
radio network beamed out patriotic 


songs and military marches 
Government officials were vague, 
however, when asked when or whether 
the march would resume 
A functionary at the Information 
Ministry said, “ We have no infor­ 
mation.’ The previous day. information 
had been plentiful 
In a message to President Moklar Quid 
Dada of Mauritania, apparently sent 
Thursday, Moroccos King Hassan II 
predicted an early “liberation of this 
part of our dear African fatherland 
According to diplomatic reports Has­ 
san and Ould Dada had a secret agree­ 
ment to divide the mineral-nch territo­ 
ry among themselves once Spam has 
relinquished control over it 
In Algeria, sources close to the govern­ 
ment confirmed reports that Algerian 
troops had been massed along the 
Spanish Sahara frontier 
The Algerian national news agency ac­ 
cused France of delivering arms to 
Morocco and giving diplomatic support 
to Hassan's strategy. 
The vanguard of the marchers — an es­ 
timated 40,000 of the 350.000 volunteers 
— was camped about a mile from 
Spanish troops stationed nearly 15 miles 
from the Moroccan border 
The soldiers were under orders to fire 
if the marchers tried to pick their way 


through the mined, barbed-wire Spanish 
defense positions 
Ahmed Baba Miske, a spokesman for 
the Spanish Saharan independence move 
ment seeking self-determination, said its 
guerrillas are fighting Moroccan troopa 
in Spanish Sahara territory 12 miles 
south of the Moroccan frontier and 30 
miles west of the Algerian frontier 
He said 600 Moroccan regulars crossed 
the frontier into Spanish Sahara Oct 31 
and w ere backed by M oroccan 
paratroopers, occupying abandoned 
Spanish border positions 


“ Right now. an armored battalion of 
100 vehicles, including 20 tanks, is in the 
form er Spanish outpost at Farsia. where

At the United Nations. Spanish 
delegate Fernando Artas-Salgado said

House okays N.Y. bankruptcy bill 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A House sub 
committee has approved a bill to allow 
New York City to declare bankruptcy, 
renegotiate $12 3 billion in debts, rewrite 
labor and pension contracts and seek to 
live within its revenues 
That bill now appears more likely to 
become law than the multi-billion dollar 
loan guarantees sought by the city to 
avert default 
A new obstacle arose 
Thursday when the AFL-CIO said it 
could not support a loan guarantee bill 
which gives Treasury Secretary William 
E Simon power to compel the city to 
rewrite labor contracts 
House Speaker Carl Albert said he 
couldn’t pass the loan guarantee “We’ve 


got problems — lots of problems,” he 
told reporters 
Under the bankruptcy bill, the city 
would be required to win the approval of 
two-thirds of its 200 000 bond holders for 
new terms 
giving delayed and reduced 
payment on billions in debts at lower in­ 
terest rates The city also would have to 
renegotiate labor and pension agree­ 
ments and come up with a plan for living 
within revenues. 
A federal judge would then decide if 
the new arrangements were fair and 
feasible 
New York Gov Hugh Carey, a former 
congressman lobbying among his old 
colleagues in the House — who called 


him “ Huey” and slapped his back — 
urged rejection of the bankruptcy route 
He called it “ Mr Ford’s purgatory ” 
He said the city would become a 
federal ward in bankruptcy To run es­ 
sential services — police, fire, sanita­ 
tion and health, but not public schools or 
colleges — would require $1 6 billion in 
federal help for the first nine months 
“ and you can multiply that for years," 
he said

MADRID, Spam (UPI) — Generalis­ 
simo Francisco Franco took a sharp turn 
for the worse today and was raced to a 
hospital for surgery to remove part of his 
stomach It appeared the end was near 
as workmen prepared his grave 
Wracked by new internal bleeding and 
renewed kidney failure, the gravely ill 
82-year-old Spanish leader underwent the 
emergency operation beginning at 4 45 
p.m., shortly after his arrival at La Paz 
hospital from his El Pardo palace 
A former minister of public works, one 
of the Franco aides who joined his wife 
and family there, said the surgery to cut 
out the bleeding portion of his stomach 
would take four hours 
Franco had been rushed the six miles 
to the hospital in an ambulance accom­ 
panied by motorcycle policemen, sirens 
screaming 


So suddenly did Franco's condition 
worsen that many of his 27 doctors had 
left the palace for lunc h and had to be 
called hurriedly back 


Ar afternoon medical bulletin issued 
before the sudden move said fresh blood 
transfusions had been administered to 
the Spanish leader as workmen dug his 
grave and made preparations for the in­ 
auguration of his successor 


Franco was carried from his palace 
bedroom hooked to a portable kidney 
machine, with plastic bags feeding him 
intravenously and with a tube in his leg 
to relieve pressure from blood clots 
An official announcement said the 
move was necessary “as a preventative 
measure in case the gastro hemorrhage 
»internal bleeding» would recur The

Complaining of "an extraor­ 
dinarily difficult time in obtain­ 
ing material from the CIA,” 
Sen. Edward M Kennedy, D-

ments on more than 7,000 
Americans 
At least two deaths resulted 
from the Defense Department 
and CIA experiments involving 
LSD and other drugs over a 25- 
year period. 
Witnesses from both agencies 
were scheduled to appear 
before the Senate Health sub­ 
committee headed by Ken­ 
nedy. 
Kennedy said LSD experi­ 
ments in the 1950’s and 1960’s 
“ raise profound questions about 
the record of these two vital 
agencies in protecting the 


rights of human subjects of 
biomedical and behavioral re­ 
search ” 
"The issue here is not one of 
national security,” he said 
"There is no questioning of the 
need for secret research. The 
issue is the protection of human 
beings who are used as subjects 
of that secret research.” 
Kennedy said he felt com­ 
pelled to point out that the sub­ 
committee “ had an extraor­ 
dinarily difficult time in obtain­ 
ing material from the CIA. 
“ Much of the material we 
have obtained has been clas­ 
sified. Much of what was known 
about such experiments was 
destroyed in 1973. What is left is 
classified What little has been 
declassified is inconsistent with 
what the agency refuses to 
declassify.”

"I had to take over for the 
time being at the request of the 
people, armed forces, navy, air 
force, Bangladesh Rifles, police 
and others.” Rahman said in a 
broadcast monitored in New 
Delhi 
The 39-year-old general made 
no mention of A.M. Savem. a 
Supreme Court judge sworn in 
as president Thursday on the 
resignation of President Khon- 
dakar Mushtaque Ahmed 
Ahmed, who had ruled 
Bangladesh for less than three 
months, was reduced to a 
figurehead role Monday in a 
coup d’etat by senior army of­ 
ficers.

D-Ark . said the 
$112 5 billion approved for 
defense spending through Sept 
30, 1976. was a "bare bones" 
figure It is approximately $8 4 
billion below the White House 
request 
Any further reductions. Mc­ 
Clellan said, "will obviously be 
quite drastic and possibly un­ 
tenable 
In view of the 
prevailing international situa­ 
tion. I do not believe such 
critical reductions would be in 
the national interest ” 
The committee version of the 
massive spending bill is expect­ 
ed to be considered by the 
Senate next week The House 
passed its $1118 billion version 
Oct. 2. 
Schlesinger attacked the 
House bill as containing deep, 
arbitrary and savage" cuts His 
remarks apparently irritated 
President Ford, and the chief 
executive decided to fire him 
for abrasive tactics with 
Congress, inadequacies as a 
team player and divergent ap­ 
proaches to detente

MOSCOW (U P I) 
The 
Soviet Union marked the 58th 
anniversary of the Bolshevik 
Revolution today with a sharply 
reduced show of military might 
but a new call for ideological 
battle with the West 
Defense Minister Andrei 
Grechko, reviewing the parade 
in Red Square, said Communist 
victories in Indochina and gains 
in Portugal show "an irresisti­ 
ble process' in favor of "peace, 
democracy and socialism 
Communist party leader Leo­ 
nid Brezhnev, wrapped in a fur- 
collared overcoat and black 
scarf, watched the 10-minute 
militarv display from the top of 
the Lenin mausoleum 
Brezhnev grinned, chatted 
and waved as armored troop 
carriers, rocket-carrying vehi­ 
cles. trucks pulling field guns 
and jeeps sped past in a haze of 
exhaust fumes 
Spectators counted 151 vehi­ 
cles against about 300 last year 
Heavy tracked vehicles, tanks 
and the enormous interconti­ 
nental missiles were missing 
this time 
Most diplomats described the 
reduced parade* as a gesture to 
the "Helsinki spirit" of last 
July’s European Security Con­ 
ference But some said the Rus­ 
sians were merely trying to 
preserve Moscow's newly 
paved roads 
The kevnote speaker at a 
Kremlin gathering Thursday 
night rejected ideological con 
ciliation." but diplomats specu­ 
lated the unusually harsh 
speech was designed for inter­ 
nal consumption 
Arvid Pelshe. one of the

SACKAMKNTO (I PI) 
Fmrs totalling $73,410 have 
born levied against hundreds of 
lobbyists and their employers 
for not filing monthly expense 
reports on time under Califor­ 
nia s new Political Reform Act 
Secretary of State March 
Kong Ku announced Thursday 
she mailed notices of $17,760 in 
fines to 202 individual lobbyists, 
more than one-quarter of the 
728 registered with the state 
Fines of $55,650 were assessed 
against 329 employers, almost 
half of the 766 firms registered 
The fines ranged from $10 to 
$600 against lobbyist employers 
and up to $500 against individual 
lobbyists 
The Political Reform Act. ap­ 
proved bv voters as Prop 9 in 
June 1974 
requires lobbyists 
and firms employing lobbyists 
to file reports on the last day of 
each month detailing how much 
money was spent attempting to 
influence legislative or 
administrative actions 
Failing to file the reports on 
time is subject to fines of $10 
per day up to $100 per month 
The penalties covered the 
period January through June 
Ms Eu called it ‘ the single 
largest action of its kind in 


state historv 
The preponderanсe of those 
cited 
Ms 
Eu noted 
were 
' small fish" including one of 
the Reform Act's sponsors. 37 
government agencies and "a 
variety of organizations which 
represent students, consumers, 
religious affiliations, senior 
citizens 
women, legal aid. 
I’TA's. chambers of commerce, 
environmental cause and non­ 
profit charities " 
However, the penalties may 
prove not as pervasive as in­ 
dicated 
Some of the fines 
might not be valid and others, 
perhaps half, might be refun­ 
ded 
Deputy Secretary of State 
Michael S Gagan said Ms Eu 
has authority, under legislation 
passed this vear. to waive fines 
if there was no willful or know­ 
ing intent to disregard the law 
Gagan said checks in pay­ 
ment of the fines are not being 
cashed 
until 
sp ecific 
guidelines for waivers are for­ 
mulated After that, lobbyists

Air mail 
slower than 
balloon 


TULSA. Okla. (UPI) - The 
U.S. Postal Service may be 
wasting its time and money by 
sending air mail aboard com­ 
mercial jet flights An 8-year- 
old girl got faster results by 
sending her message attached 
to a balloon 
Sharon Birbilis. a third 
grader, started her experiment 
in balloon mail versus first 
class air mail at a picnic. 
She asked her father. Tom 
Birbilis. what happened to the 
balloons that were getting away 
from their youthful owners and 
floating into the sky. 
Her father told her the 
balloons either burst at high 
altitudes or eventually lost 
their helium and fell back to 
earth 
Sharon, still curious, wrote 
her name and address on a tag. 
tied it to her balloon and sent 
the balloon sailing into a strong 
north wind about 6 p.m. Oct. 25 
Less than two days later, on a 
farm near Mannington. W.Va., 
about 50 miles south of Pitt­ 
sburgh. Millard Fluharty dis­ 
covered the still partially filled 
balloon blowing about his 
pasture and frightening his cat­ 
tle. 
The next day. Oct. 28, Mrs. 
Fluharty mailed the balloon 
and name tag back to Sharon in 
Tulsa It took the postal ser­ 
vice. even with their new air 
mail first class service, three 
days to make the same 1.000- 
mile delivery, more than a full 
day longer than the balloon 
flight powered only by the wind.

official disclosed today 
Using a variety of earthquake 
forecasting techniques, the Chi­ 
nese began warning loral 
governments in Liaoning Prov­ 
ince last December to expert a 
large earthquake At 2 p m on 
Feb 4 this vear. on the basis of 
forerasts. a general evacuation 
of the cities of Yingkow and 


Haicheng was ordered 
Five 
and a half hours later, the area 
reeled under a shock register­ 
ing 7 3 on the Richter scale 
Robert M Hamilton, chief of 
the Office of Earthquake 
Studies in the Interior Depart­ 
ment. gave an account of the 
surprising Chinese technology 
cal feat at a conference on 
earthquake forecasting He said 
he pieced it together from 
published reports, radio broad­ 
casts and a report given by a 
colleague who went to China 


The Chinese based their 
earthquake prediction on a 
"combination of observations 
made hy seismological scien­ 
tists along with reports collect­ 
ed from farmers about rhanges 
in the water level of wells and 
"strange animal behavior. 
Hamilton said 
"It appears that the shock 
was predicted and that actions 
were taken that saved many 
lives 
perhaps tens of 
thousands." Hamilton said 
He said that in China, where a 


single earthquake has killed as 
manv as 800,000 persons, 
studies of how to predict quakes 
have been under way for many 
years 
Pursuing the same goal, 
Hamilton said his agency has 
installed sophisticated equip­ 
ment in the Hollister, Calif , 
area to register seismic ac­ 
tivity and other quake precur­ 
sors ." 
Variations in the earth s 
magnetic field were noted there 
just before a Thanksgiving Day, 


1974. earthquake which had a 
magnitude of 5 2. according to 
Hamilton 
Prof Ralph H Turner of the 
University of California, 
warned that predicting a quake, 
if it caused panic, might create 
a bigger problem than having 
the quake unexpectedly 
"Under the worst combina­ 
tion of an inaccurate prediction 
and a poorly conceived public 
response," he said, "the predic­ 
tion and quake together might 
even be more costly than an un­

Dr V E. McKelvey. director 
of the U S Geological Survey, 
noted that the government

The worm turned! 
It took the Braves 
20 years, but they 
finally beat Saints 


historian)

Back in the winter of 1941. Lom­ 
poc was a small farming com­ 
munity. And as anyone who works 
the land knows, you’ve got to be able 
to take the bad news with the good 
The folks here in the Valley got 
some of each kind on the front page 
of the Oct. 17 issue of the Lompoc 
Record. 
First the bad news: 
Lompoc relinquished its lead as 
the nation’s chief producer of 
mustard It seems that the state of 
Montana, while producing a 
decidedly inferior grade of mustard, 
has passed this valley in total 
production 
And now the good news: 
After 19 years of heartbreak, em­ 
barrassment and frustration, the 
Lompoc High School football team 
finally defeated the Santa Maria 
High School football team. 
The mustard score was: Montana 
55.000,000 pounds. Lompoc, 4,500,000 
pounds. 
The football score was: Lompoc 7, 
Santa Maria 6 
‘The worm finally turned!’’ 
boasted the first sentence in the 
Record’s story on Lompoc’s 
"Wonder Team." 
If ever a team was hungry, it was 
the ’41 Braves before that game 
with Santa Maria. Not only had the 
Saints won the first 19 games of the 
series, which started in 1922, but 
they had allowed Lompoc to score 
only two touchdowns in those 19 
years. 


Tonight the Braves and Saints 
meet at Dave Boyd Field in Santa 
Maria, the same field where the two 
teams battled in 1941. It will be the 
50th football meeting between the 
two schools. 
Santa Maria has won 37 times, 
Lompoc 10 times, and there have 
been two ties. The Saints have out- 
scored Lompoc 1.101 to 323. 
But the worm has turned 
somewhat over the last decade, in 
which Lompoc holds a 5-4 edge over 
Santa Maria, with one tie. 


If the series continues for another 
50 years, the memory of that 1941 
game will remain most deeply 
etched in the minds of those who 
saw it and those who played in it. 
Five of the 19 players still live and 
work in Lompoc. 
What made the game unique from 
the start was the fact that it was the 
first night game Lompoc ever 
played. The fog rolled in over Boyd 
Field. The 41 Record describes the 
action: 
"Completely bewildering the op-

ponents by their wide open style of 
play, the Braves scored four plays 
after the opening kickoff while the 
game was less than a minute old. 
"...Victory came to the locals as a 
result of their superior defensive 
play and the fact that the Santa 
Maria team was unable to fathom 
coach Stanley Winters’ spread for­ 
mations. The Braves mixed up their 
plays cleverly throughout the game, 
and the Saints never knew what to 
expect. 
"...In view of the pregame dope, 
the Braves’ victory appears almost 
miraculous. This year’s squad was 
expected to have one of the least 
successful seasons in the history of 
the school. When the team took the 
field Saturday night, Winters had 
only 19 players in suits... while the 
Santa 
Maria 
bench 
was 
overcrowded with reserve 
material." 
Lompoc was led by halfback Bud­ 
dy Begg. a fine three-sport athlete 
who was being recruited by several 
colleges. He was recruited first by 
Uncle Sam, however, and was killed 
in the war. 
Begg steered the Braves to their 
quick TD, with quarterback George 
Santos plunging the last yard for the 
score. Begg booted the PAT that 
proved to be the difference in the 
game 


Begg, in fact, made good on 18 
straight PAT kicks that year, ac­ 
cording to Paul Tognetti. a halfback 
on the team and now a Lompoc in­ 
surance salesman. 
"Buddy was the most fantastic 
passer Lompoc High has ever come 
out with," recalls Tognetti. "He 
could run. pass and punt.” 
Buddy’s sister, Lucille, married 
Richard Grossini. the other starting 


halfback on the team, and they still 
live in Lompoc, on Jalama Road 
"He still talks about that game 
every year when Lompoc plays 
Santa Maria," says Lucille 
What Grossini remembers most 
fondly is the reception for the 
returning heroes. 
"We had quite a homecoming." 
Grossini remembers. "At all the 
cafes and restaurants, everything 
was on the house for all the players. 
Toby Negus’ Furniture threw a 
chicken dinner for us ’’ 
"That night we went to Lynn’s 
Cafe (now Linde’s Bar) for ice 
cream and soda,” relates Gerald 
Dutra. a tackle. 
And the Braves were plenty 
hungry by the time they reached 
town. They had planned to stop for a 
snack in Santa Maria, but a large 
group of fiery-eyed Saint fans milled 
outside the Lompoc team bus, and 
coach Winters decided that Lompoc 
would be a more pleasant place to 
eat. 


If you think Knute Rockne had a 
corner on the football psychology 
market in the old days, you didn’t 
know Winters. The Braves’ young 
coach knew why Lompoc had been 
unable to win for 19 years and he 
knew how to fix it. 
"Everv other year, we’ve built

ourselves up for the Santa Maria 
game too much," Winters told the 
Record after the big win. “Both the 
students and townsfolk climbed on 
the band wagon with rallies and of­ 
fers of everything from milk shakes 
to chicken dinners... By game time, 
the boys were too excited and over 
eager to play their best game." 
What Winters did was to carefully 
de-emphasize the game. He insisted 
that Lompoc-Santa Maria no longer 
be considered the "big game,” since 
Lompoc "was not in a class with 
Santa Maria.” 
He hinted that the annual rivalry 
should be terminated as soon as pos­ 
sible. 
Of course, after 19 losses in 19 
years. Winters’ thinking was not ex­ 
actly original. 
Due to his urging, the annual bon­ 
fire rally was called off. 
When the Lompoc High student 
body insisted on having an afternoon 
rally anyway. Winters quickly loaded 
his players into cars and herded 
them out of town to watch a football 
game in Paso Robles. 
By Saturday night, the Braves 
were cool and calm. 
The cagey mentor, who now lives 
in San Diego, said after the win: 
"I had a hunch this was our time 
to win, but there was no use telling 
anybody about it.” 


By the way, the Braves were 
beaten badly in their next game, at 
Paso Robles, but still finished the 
season with a 5-2 record. 
Do the players on the team of ’41 
still think about the big one? 
"Not really,” says Dutra. "That’s 
too damn long ago!” 
"When I think back, I sort of feel 
proud of it,” says William Pata. 
"Still think of it? Oh yeah, I sure 
do," said Ed Grossini. 
And Tognetti adds, “ I’ll never 
forget that game as long as I live.” 
• 
Going into the 1965 game, the 
Braves had been shut out 25 times 
by the Saints, but had returned the 
favor only once, in a 0-0 tie. 
The Braves had a new coach in 
’65. Jim Spruill The season opener 
was against Santa Maria. 
"The first year I was here,” 
remembers Spruill, who retired 
from coaching last year, "I had 
been told that we could not beat 
Santa Maria. ‘Mannini’s Animals.’ 
they called ’em. They were just un­ 
beatable. From what you’d read in 
the paper all spring and summer, 
they were already in the CIF playof­ 
fs; they were just going to play the 
league schedule for the heck of it.” 
Lompoc won 6-0, the first Lompoc 
shutout win in 40 games. 
"People were so surprised, they 
just wouldn’t leave the stadium,” 
Spruill says. "Thirty minutes after 
the end of the game they were just 
standing there with their mouths 
open. I've never seen anything like 
it ” 
•

A new breast cancer studv says 
young women who used birth 
control pills to delay the birth 
of their first child until their 
late 20s or 30s may face a 
greater risk of developing the 
disease 
The studv conducted bv 
medical researchers at the 
University of California and the 
California Department of 
Health involved the largest 
group yet sampled for links 
between the pill and breast 
cancer 
The studv released Thursday 
was careful to point out there is 
no evidence birth control pills 
are a direct cause of breast 
cancer However, it said there 
may be increased risks for 
these groups of women 
- Those who have taken the 
pill for two to four years, pos 
siblv a critical period for 
developing breast cancer in 
those most susceptible 
Women with prior benign 
breast disease who have used 
the pill for six years or longer 
Young women who used the 
pill to delay first childbirth un­ 
til their late 20s or 30s 
Women who used the pill 
regularly before the birth of 
their first child had three times 
the risk of developing breast 
cancer as women who did not 
use the pill before their first 
childbirth 
The study reviewed birth con­ 
trol practices of 1.300 women in 
the San Francisco area from 
I960 to 1972 
■ The findings build a strong 
case for further investigation- 
particularly of women who used 
the pill before childbirth and of 
women with already es­ 
tablished benign breast dis­ 
ease.” said senior investigator 
I)r RalphS Paffenberger 
He said that though the 
research does not indicate that 
oral contraceptives induce 
breast cancer, neither does it 
exonerate the pill as a cause 
Investigators noted that be­ 
tween 1960 and 1973. there has 
been a steady but unexplained 
increase in breast cancer 
among both white and black 
women 
They said this may be too 
short a period to assess the role 
of the pill in cancer risk, but the 
fact that breast cancer and oral 
contraceptive use have in­ 
creased during the same time 
indicates studies should con­ 
tinue

WASHINGTON — For the first time 
since pollsters started asking, most 
Americans are pessimistic about the 
future. 
No longer, say the pollsters, do we 
believe our country is moving ahead. No 
longer are we sure that tomorrow will be 
better than today. Our leaders, caught in 
past lies, are no longer 
believed 
Our major 
institutions — govern­ 
ment. business, the 
press and the profes­ 
sions — are held in low 
regard 
This is an alarming 
development. For two 
c e n t u r i e s . 
th e 
buoyancy of America 
has been our d is ­ 
tinguishing 
national 
stamp, the key im ­ 
p re ssio n m ade on 
foreign visitors from deTocqueville to 
Solzhenitsyn 
Confidence is what has made us tick. If 
a vast, tumultuous democracy like ours 
is to work, there must be a fundamental 
optimism in the land, an undergirding 
belief in the nation’s purpose and direc­ 
tion 
Our leaders must be sustained by a 
shared vision of the future if they are to 
steer boldly at the helm. If only 30 per 
cent of the people bother to vote and the 
rest feel it makes no difference who 
wins, the victor has no mandate. He can­ 
not lead because he has no followers; he 
can only engage in manipulations. 
It would be strange, of course, if the 
long downpour of bad news had not 
dampened American spirits. We have 
much to be sober about — our first war 
lost; a President deposed in disgrace; 
his principal aides proved felons; our 
natural resources running out; our 
public guardians caught in the shabbiest 
kinds of harassment directed against our 
own people; public debts piling up until 
“government bankruptcy’’ is no longer a 
metaphor but a reality; and an economy 
caught in the intractable vise of both in­ 
flation and recession 


In many countries, the public spirit is 
so deadened that such a series of 
calamities are accepted as the norm In 
others, social order is so fragile that 
these events would have led to fighting in 
the streets and to the unraveling of 
society That neither has happened here 
is a sign of strength We are so ac­ 
customed to success, progress and 
reasonably honest government as to be 
stunned by their opposites We are still 
confident enough in our institutions to 
seek redress through lawful processes — 
impeachments, 
hearings, 
legislation, 
elections — and not through violence. 


If there is a temporary exhaustion of 
the national spirit, as the polls indicate, 
it is time to shake ourselves out of our 
melancholy 
During the first of the great wars of 
survival between Rome and Carthage, 
there cam e a time when the spirit of the 
Roman republic seem ed alm ost ex­ 
tinguished 
During two decades of war, Rome 
repeatedly had built and sent out fleets 
against Carthage, the lord of the seas 
V ictories w ere won by Rom e but 
nullified by M editerranean storm s which 
destroyed the fleets.

creased personal productivity; in time 
given to citizen efforts to guide youth and 
fight crim e; in warnings to backsliding 
Congressmen that a retreat from cam ­ 
paign reform will not be tolerated; in 
willingness to accept the public and 
private austerities the times require. 
Above all. we must offer the gift of the 
spirit that continues to dream the dream 
of 200 years 
We have overwhelming 
evidence that the spirit is still alive. 
We asked people to tell us their feel­ 
ings about the country as we approached 
the bicentennial in a time of great dis­ 
tress and to reduce their sentiments, if 
possible, to bicentennial slogans. More 
than a million slogans have come in 
No one could wade through this out­ 
pouring without being optimistic about 
the long-term health of the American 
spirit What comes across is how thin are 
the ranks of both the mockers and 
chauvinists among us. how deeply and 
th o u g h tfu lly th e g re a t m a ss of 
Americans are committed to the idea 
that our country represents something 
vitally im portant to the world 
People describe this “ something,” of 
course, in different ways — a freer life, a 
more equal start, a better chance, a 
fairer trial, a stronger body of personal 
rights — goals never realized but never 
abandoned, goals achieved more fully 
here than any place else on earth 
Footnote: There is still time, inciden­ 
tally, for you to submit your slogans. One 
will become the official bicentennial sl­ 
ogan. Send your entries to Slogans USA, 
Box 1976, Washington D C The deadline 
is December 1. TTle finalists will be an­ 
nounced at the Superbowl game on 
January 18.

It is not known what exactly happened 
over there. Perhaps the editors are seek­ 
ing to do penance for the fit of idolatry in 
the issue in which they commented on 
John F. Kennedy’s inaugural address — 
the one in which the new President 
swore that we would undertake any 
sacrifice, bear any pain, proceed if 
necessary alone, to guarantee freedom 
everywhere in the world — an exalted 
rhetoric that greatly impressed many 
people at the time, and took us to war in 
Vietnam 
With the removal of U.S. forces, one 
hoped for remission in The New Yorker, 
but it is very slow in coming 
Most 
recently, the Talk of the Town rambled 
on about the CIA hearings, concluding 
that it is really very hard nowadays to 
distinguish between conventional bad 
guys, like the Mafia and the KGB, and 
ostensible good guys, like the CIA and 
the FBI. Indeed, the editorial concluded, 
“ the CIA, the SLA, the FBI. and Charles 
Manson’s family were mingling on our 
television screens, in our thoughts, and, 
it seemed, in the real world, and it was 
getting harder by the minute to tell them 
apart ” Here is a fine example of the 
rhetorical art put to narcissistic excess. 
It is one thing to say: “ I find it harder 
and harder to tell them apart.” Another 
to say “ It is getting harder to tell them 
apart.” 
Me, I have no trouble at all telling 
apart Charles Manson. say, and Jam es 
Angleton. But no doubt about it, in the 
real world, which however is a world 
over-affected by the formative thought 
of eastern seaboard liberalism, they are 


having the same trouble, and it is really 
getting to the point where ex-employes 
of the CIA. who once were something of 
an aristocracy among public servants — 
men 
and 
women 
who 
worked 
in 
anonymity, 
sometimes 
risking 
their 
lives to forward a foreign policy that had 
bipartisan political backing, and was 
oriented to the idealistic task of stem m ­ 
ing by means short of war the Com­ 
munist tide — found themselves, on 
revealing their past association in the 
course of applying for another job. being 
treated as cretins. 
It is both a pity that Mr. Eric Biddle 
J r now feels he has to take the m atter to 
court, and a relief that he is doing so, in 
what amounts to something of a class ac­ 
tion on behalf of all form er members of 
the CIA who are being treated shabbily 
— by the government of the United 
States.

between 1950 and 1960. and so far as is 
known did not assassinate, or lay the 
grounds for assassinating, any member 
of the Kennedy family, or any civil rights 
leader.

government agency called Action, about 
which I know little and therefore suspect 
it shouldn’t even exist. 
On the discovery by his employers that 
he had worked for the CIA, the harass- 
ments began, and became so acute that, 
finally, Biddle was driven to suing the 
Civil Service Commission. The Commis­ 
sion came up with the most extraor­ 
dinary finding in recent history: the ban 
against discrimination by government 
agencies, e.g. by reason of race, sex, 
age. etc., did not extend to a ban against 
discrimination 
by reason of having 
worked for another and presumably 
nefarious branch of government. 
So: Eric H. Biddle vs. The United 
States of America goes now to the United 
States D istrict Court for the District of 
Columbia, and it becomes Mr. Biddle’s

Central Intelligence Agency, and having 
camped out with Charles Manson and 
Squeaky and the girls, honing the kitchen 
knives. Presumably any juror who reads 
The New Yorker will be disqualified for 
cause.

Victim of 
My Lai 


COLUMBUS, Ga - (NEA) - There is 
a sometimes notion in this part of the 
republic that William Calley should go 
into politics Someone at a dinner party, 
the other night, for example, got the 
idea, loudly, and laid a dream ticket on 
the guests: George Wallace and Rusty 
Calley. the all-America team, or at least 
all 
a 
part of that 
America capable of in­ 
venting 
such 
poten­ 
tialities. 
The suggestion is in­ 
evitably 
sobered 
by 
realities, 
however. 
Though 
Calley 
has 
given 
thought 
to 
politics, and almost 
any other way to earn 
a living, he is at the 
moment and possibly 
forever 
forbidden 
from doing so. As a 
federally convicted m urderer of “not 
less than 22 Vietnamese civilians,” in 
My Lai, South Vietnam, he is barred 
from holding public office. Besides this, 
neither major party here shows any in­ 
terest whatsoever in promoting his can­ 
didacy. 
If he could run. however, he would 
doubtless receive a substantial vote from 
that portion of the citizenry that clings to 
the philosophy that he is something 
special. Seven years after the murders, 
four years after his sentence to life im­ 
prisonment and year after his eventual 
release from confinement, Calley re­ 
mains a symbol to many, a hero to some. 
“ I can see him as a congressman,” says 
a Columbus councilman, “ we could use 
more 
of 
what 
he 
stands 
for 
in 
Washington.” 
Just what it is William Calley stands 
for is, however, unknown, even in his 
adopted hometown. Despite a few at­ 
tem pts at public speaking in which he 
was numbingly lachyrymose and self in­ 
dulgent, he has shown nothing more of 
himself, preferring to live his life in 
mystery and anonymity. He lives with a 
large dog in a moderately expensive 
apartm ent, travels often, dates only oc­ 
casionally, has few friends other than 
those with whom he has legal or business 
ties. 
His Tennessee attorney says he is 
technically available for appearances if 
the price is right ($1,500 per speech, five 
figures for television), but other than 
this he is, almost eerily, seldom even 
seen anymore. 
Acquaintances say Calley is hermitical 
for reasons of self defense. He fears 
media exploitation, commenting once to 
local newsman, Jack Swift that he 
resented reporters poking into such m at­ 
ters as his sex life. Calley told Swift the 
world should just “let me die.” Calley 
has told others here that he simply wants 
to “build a new life.” His Tennessee 
lawyer, J. Houston Gordon, says the one­ 
tim e infantryman has run away from the 
gossipy invasion of his person. 


Meanwhile, there is another view of 
Calley’s social disappearance. Columbus 
attorney Vincent McCauley, who once 
headed a citizens for Calley movement, 
says his friend, now 32 years old, “ is at a 
stage where he thinks this thing (My 
Lai) owes him something.” McCauley 
suggests Calley is keeping out of the 
newspapers until he can latch on to some 
kind of future. “ Last time I saw him he 
looked terrible, fat and balding. I think 
he needs a good job. 


Until recently, according to another 
local attorney, Kenneth Henson, Calley 
was working for a contracting firm. He 
did some manual labor and some office 
clerking. “ But I understand the company 
got into financial difficulties,” says 
Henson. Currently, Calley lives on fees 
paid for public appearances (one es­ 
tim ate is $20,000 this year). There is 
speculation 
he 
also 
receives 
small 
amounts of money from Americans who 
hear from time to time that he is in 
heavy debt (his legal bills are substantial 
but otherwise he is allright). 


His friends say he would like to go into 
a partnership with a “sugardaddy,” pos­ 
sibly the restaurant business. The same 
friends say he is embittered because of 
the more than 100 people involved in the 
1968 assault on My Lai, he alone has to 
hide away with little future prospect. His 
captain, Ernest Medina, is growing 
moderately wealthy in the helicopter in­ 
dustry; his colonel, Oren Henderson, 
now has a flashy job with the Penn­ 
sylvania 
Bicentennial 
Commission. 
Calley feels he is thus a victim of My 
Lai, almost as much as the dead. 


He has one hope, a friend says, and it is 
that the Supreme Court will yet hear his 
petition, and reverse his conviction. That 
prospect, however, is faint. Thus Lt. 
William Calley, the best known soldier of 
Vietnam, continues to live in a kind of at- 
large prison of his past.
